| The Pilgrims are also remem- 
Hered as the first colonists of Mas- 
sachusetts. But though Standish and 
other Pilgrims ventured on one oc- 
casion into Squaw Sachem’s terri- 
tory, going perhaps as far north as 
Medford, the Pilgrims were not at 
all a part of Wilmington history, 
which owes its beginning to the 
Puritans, the Arbella, Charlestown, 
John Winthrop and his colleagues 
of the Massachusetts Bay Colony 

Though the Pilgrims preceded 
tiPuritans, it was the Puritan-led 
cblonists who developed the Com- 

jnwealth. Following some early 
tlements on Cape Ann and at 
the Massachusetts Bay Com- 
y organized the great Puritan 
tion. (1629-1642) from England 

lew England. 

‘The first fleet brought enough 
s¢ttlers to Salem that the Puritan 
colonists began to move to other 
areas. The 1630 fleet, which brought 
the first governor, John Winthrop, 
ahd the company’s charter on the 
ship Arbella, landed at Salem, but 
tHe people quickly dispersed to 
Charlestown, Boston and nearby

Charlestown itself had first been 
settled in 1629. When Winthrop ar- 
rived, Wonohaquaham (also known 


as Sagamore John), son of the | 


Squaw Sachem, gave the colonists 
permission to build wherethey liked, 
which they indeed did, many mov- 
ing to Boston. 

Only 17 of the heads of families 
who had come with Winthrop re- 
mained permanently in 
Charlestown. But many others came 
toswell the numbers in Charlestown 
and expand its boundaries. 

In 1633 the General Court, which 
had the duty to set town bounds, 
granted to Charlestown some addi- 
tional territory to the north, de- 
fined in 1636 as extending eight 
miles into the country. In 1640, 
Charlestown was given even more 
territory, extending its boundaries 
to include present day Winchester, 
Woburn, Burlington and Wilming- 
ton. 

In that same year a committee 
was appointed to establish the 
bounds between Charlestown itself 
and a village. In 1642 the village, 
named Woburn, was established as 
the 12th town of the Bay Colony: In 
1730 Wilmington separated from 
Woburn. 

We do not commemorate annu- 
ally the Puritan Thanksgiving of 
1630. But much of what we cel- 
ebrate at Thanksgiving time - our 
homes and community, our pros- 
perity and freedoms within an inde- 
pendently governed land -is due, in 
part, to the Puritans. During this 
season we may remember, along 
with the Pilgrims, the first 
Charlestown families who crossed 
the Atlantic ona determined course

sively modified Corvette chas- 
sis.” The second, the Howland 
Roadster II, was built on a 
Chevrolet Impala Station Wagon 
chassis, which gives the vehicle 
a little more length. 

The length adds room for the 
rumble seat on the rear of the 
HRII. That addition is powered 
by a General Motors power win- 
dow motor. 

Both vehicles have General 
Motors power trains. 

“I didn’t think I could com- 
pete with General Motors as far 
as suspension,” Howland said. 

Although the designs are his 
own, Howland wanted the power 
trains and chassis to be some- 
thing where a person could easi- 
ly get replacement parts.

Hard to imagine seeing the 


roadsters got their name when 
Howland had to register the first 


one. He had to take the car to 
Braintree on a flat-bed truck. 
There Registry of Motor 
Vehicles inspectors checked to 
make sure the car had the prop- 
er safety requirements. 

Following the procedure, 
Howland as the builder got to 
name his car whatever he want- 
ed, thus the Howland Roadster 
was born. 

The vehicles put Howland in 
the same league as Tucker and 
DeLorean. 

The cars have leather interi- 
ors and walnut dashboards. 
Both have Alpine AM-FM stereo 
radios and ADS amplifiers set in 
the dashboard with a complete 
array of VDO gauges.

The words “paint” and 
“power” aren’t often used 
together, but they should be, 
according to color psychologists.

° Red packs a wallop, physio- 
logically speaking, increasing 
blood pressure, heartbeat and 
energy in most people. It instills 
feelings of intimacy, passion and 
sexuality: Red:also increases the 
appetite, whieh’ eéxplaths why. it 
is used so often in restaurants, 
and why it can be a good choice 
for a formal dining room. 

Orange, like red, tends to 
warm a room, but in a more 
friendly and welcoming way.

Back on Thanksgiving Day, 1975, 
senior quarterback Tom Sullivan led the 
Tewksbury Memorial High School foot- 
ball team to a 14-14 tie with the rival 
Wilmington Wildcats. On the sidelines at 
Doucette Field, second-year Redmen 
head coach Bob Aylward’s red, white 
and blue checkered pants made the per- 
fect fashion statement for the mid-70’s 
and the coming Bicentennial. 

Now, nearly 25 years later, on the 
cusp of Y2K, their sons are occupying 
their former positions. Thursday morn- 
ing, Tommy Sullivan will lead the Redmen 
offense as quarterback. On the sidelines, 
in a much quieter pair of pants, will be 
head coach Brian Aylward. 

While Sullivan will be literally fol- 
lowing in his father’s footsteps when he 
takes to his home field for one last game, 
it can also be said that he has truly 
carved out his own identity as a Redmen 
quarterback. Ithasn’t always beeneasy. 
In fact it’s been downright hellish at 
times. 

“It was tough after last year,” he 
admitted. “We weren't really having 
that much fun last year and we played 
bad. This year it’s more fun, we're 
tighter a a team and we've played bet- 
ter.” 

The Redmen began the 1998 season 
with Tommy Sullivan at quarterback 
and their usual high hopes. But things 
would quickly deteriorate, then crumble 
altogether as the team finished 2-8 and 
lost to Wilmington for the first time in 
Seven years. 

“Everyone started blaming each 
other for theseason,” Sullivan recounted. 
“Last year I kind of lost my confidence 
halfway through the season. I kind of got 
down on myself a lot last year. I would 
get frustrated and do stupid stuff.” 

The low point came in the form of a 
Week four 6-0 loss to Methuen at home. 
Inthe rain and mud on Doucette, Sullivan 
fumbled seven times, losing one before 
the game ended on an interception. 
Tewksbury traveled to Billerica the next

fact that it all could have turned out 
better. A week before the Methuen de- 
bacle, Tewksbury saw themselves get 
pounded for a half and trail 7-0 at Lowell. 
Led by Sullivan, Tewksbury then played 
its best half of football of the season. 

Starting in just his third varsity con- 
test, the quarterback rebounded to com- 
plete 10 passes for 197 yards and a touch- 
down in that second half. He expertly 
drove his team down to tie the game, 
then did it again to take the lead. After 
Lowell regained the lead, 15-14, Sullivan 
promptly marched his squad right back 
down and had them poised to win when a 
pte back fumbled in the closing sec- 
ol 5 

The rest of the dismal season un- 
folded pretty much along those lines. 
Sullivan, who hung his head with the rest 
of the team, made a decision following 
theseason. Andithelped to havea father 
who had gone through the rigors of 

ing a team himself. 

“It’s good because he knows what's 
going on,” Sullivan said of his dad. “He 
always knows what’s going on and he 
gives me advice.” 

Dad's advice after the 98 season? 
Forget about it. 

“He told me get ready for next year. 
It’s a new year,” Sullivan said. 

So he did, with help from his father. 
Sullivan quit the TMHS basketball team 
and instead started going to Sports Ac- 
celeration in Burlington with teammate 
Mark Boudreau, where he worked on his 
agility, speed and strength. In thespring 
he played first base and had an excellent 
season at the plate as the number three 
hitter for the Redmen baseball team. 
Then he went right back for more hard 
work, preparing himself for the coming 
football season. 

This year, not unlike last, Sullivan 
looked goodinthe opener against Everett. 
But the big difference has been that on 
the occasions when things have gone 
wrong, he hasn’t hung his head, gotten 
down on himself, and tried to overcom- 
pensate only to wind up making mis- 
takes. It helps that the team around him 
is better, that the offensive line is stron-

ing the ball with more effectiveness. 

“This has been a team effort from 
day one, but if you had to point to 
individuals you couldn’t not point to 
him,” Brian Aylward said of Sullivan. 
“It shows a lot about the kind of charac- 
ter that he has. He took the experience 
he had last year and used it as a spring- 
board and a motivator to get himself in 
the best shape he’s ever been in, He's as 
strong as he’s ever been and ‘he’s as 
quick as he’s ever been.” 

His numbers have looked great as a 
result, particularly the ones that say 
Tewksbury is 6-3 so far. Sullivan has 
completed 73-of-139 passes (53 percent) 
for 1,259 yards with 12 touchdowns and 
nine interceptions. Last Friday night at 
undefeated Chelmsford he hit onallseven 
of his throws for 98 yards and two touch- 
downs. He’s also rushed for 311 yards, 
second on the team behind Boudreau. 

The rushing numbers reflect a big 
improvement over a year ago, when 
Sullivan simply didn’t run as well, didn’t 
react to pressure as well, and was sacked 
much more often. This year he’s been 
able to escape pressure, has developed a 


keen sense of when to tuck the ball and 
run and when to throw it. The i 
offensive line has also helped a lot. 

“The line’s been great,” Sullivan 
praised. “It’s good to know you havea lot 
of time to throw.” 

inst Billerica he aired it out a 
whopping 41 times against a very strong 
pass-rushing team but only hit the turf 
once all day. Credit the line, but also 
credit a much-improved quarterback. 

“He’s come in much more poised 
right from the start,” Brian Aylward 
said. “He hasn’t beaten himself up. He’s 
able to stay focused.

I received the statistics on the sea- 
son from the Tewksbury team and with 
the stats I’ve kept all season on Wilming- 
ton, I figured, statistically I could give 
match-ups of each of the positions and 
players for Thursday’s big Turkey Game 
match-up between the two teams.

Quarterback: 

Stats: Wilmington’s Josh Hiltz has 
completed 24-of-51 passes for 512 yards

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Takach catches on as tight as he can.

Jon Takach has had “tight end” writ- 
ten all over him for a long time, though 
it has taken until this, his senior year at 
TMHS for that potential to finally be put 
on fulldisplay. Heading into Thanksgiv- 
ing Day’s showdown with Wilmington, 
the big receiver leads Tewksbury with 24 
catches and is a big reason why the 
Redmen are 6-3. 

The youngest of a family of four 
children, Jon grew to be a little different 
physically than his older siblings, all of 
whom went on to have distingui 
track careers at TMHS. Jon may have 
grown into a slightly more stocky build, 
but he still was endowed with that trade- 
mark Takach foot speed, which, with his 
large frame and good hands, made for 
one classic tight end. 

The road to the gridiron, however, 
detoured through years of youth soccer. 
It wasn’t until the fathers of two of 
Takach’s current football teammates - 
Tommy Sullivan and Brian Sinkus - pér- 
suaded him to go out for Tewksbury 
Youth Football in eighth grade that he 
first tried the sport: 

The Raiders team that Takach was 
drafted onto became a TYF powerhouse 
that would finish 8-0 and included all four 
current.varsity captains-Sinkus, Bryan 
Deshler, Erik Hamilton and Jay Stamp 
as well as the ick, Sullivan. 
Takach played end on that team but 
by the time he got to the high school team.

found himself to be just another tall, 
skinny kid. 

He was made a D-back at first but 
had the notice of head coach Brian 
Aylward from the start. Then he hit the 
weights and started gaining weight. As 
a sophomore he was tried at tight end 
and performed well in practice and JV 
games. 

“I liked him since he was a fresh- 
man,” Aylward said. “He’s big and he 
has skill. As a sophomore he took some 
licks and held onto the ball.” 

From his sophomore to his junior 
year, Takach added 30 pounds and was 
tabbed to see some time at tight end 
along with senior Mark Morris. ‘Takach 
was ready. 

“I felt good that season,” he said. 
“Before the season Coach Aylward was 
talking to me telling me we were going to 
do a lot more passing and even use some 
double tight end sets with Morris.” 

But it wasn’t to be. 

Takach had hurt his left knee play- 
ing baseball the spring of his sophomore 
year. It felt better when camp started 
that summer but on Labor Day he felt 
something give in the other knee. A 
Gece revealed cartilage tears in both

Coming into this season, Takach was 
not only ready, he was healthy. He put 
on another 30 and lined up as 
Tewksbury’s starting tight end at Everett 
weighing 235: He started off hot against 
the then number one team in the state, 
hauling in a pair of 19-yard passés, the 
second for a touchdown in the third 
Ee? that brought the Redmen to 


within eight points. 

“I knew Iwould bethe starting tight 
end going into this year,” he said.
